ture ibe Piincels could crofs ihe fea, Hermegiicle fell fick, 
aud died, Beto.e his death, wien be found he was not 
likely to recover, he affembied his great men, and fet 
torih touhem, ina ipeech, that it would be more advane 
tageous to the fhate, for his ion to intermarry with a Fran. 
cick Piiacefs than with a Saxon one ; So, io be fhort, he 
recommenged it tothem to marry his fon to his mother-:n. 
law ; and the match actually took place after Hermegilcle’s 
death. 

The Saxon Princefs was vaiily enraged at this difaps 
polaimenm, and vowed revenge for an atiront, deemed 
among the Sexons of the nignelt and molt cullimg wature, 
She femt, however, to Ragider, to know the reafons of 
his treaving her ia this unworthy manner; sad when bis 
preicuces appeared to her to be weak aud frivolous, the 
optaiued of ner brother, the Heptarch, boch troops and 
veliels fur the purpole of making war upon the Varnysy 
aud Radiger then King, She weut upou the expediiion 
herleit, aud croffed the fea with another of her brothers, 
whe was to take the command of the army. 

They armved at the continent, and, as the Varnes were 
furprized, landed without oppofition, Phey encamped 
acar the mouth of the Rhine; and. while the Princely yee 
mained enirenched with a part of che army, her brother 
marched into the country with the main body of it, jained 
batile with the enemy, and gained a vietory, fla ying a great 
number, and obliging (ne reit, with young Radiger, to fly 
into the woods ana maifhes. As the Saxons bad no cavale 
ry, they could noi advance far into the country; where. 
fore, after purfuing ihe fuguives for fome time, they ree 
turned to their entieucaments, well loaded with booty, 
The Priucefs feeing ber brother return, aiked him where 
Radiger was, of at Jeait his nead ? ~He anfwered, he had 
cicaped. She replied, they did noi come thither to plane 
der, but to take vengeance oa a p:efidious Prince ; the ine 
treated the fuldiers, therefore, not to deft from profecute 
ing thetr victory.
